 & snow storm, unprecedented in the history 
‘of the local weather bureau, swept Chicago 
yesterday. While residents of the north and 
west sides welcomed snow flurries as in keep- 
ing with the day, Hyde Parkers and citizens 
of South Chicago struggled against a how!l- 
ing blizzard that buried the walk under from 
seven to eleven inches of snow. At Crown 


Point, Ind., the blinding snow caused a seri-- 


ous fréight wreck in which a number of prize 
winning cattle destined for the stock show 
were killed.

‘at noon, continuing until 5:30 o'clock in the 
aftepnoon. The snow began to fall at Hyde 
Park at 10:30 a. m., continuing until 2 p. m. 
At Hammond a blizzard was raging at 7 a. m. 


“It was a most remarkable storm,” said }

Besides the total wrecking of a mogul en- 
‘gine and twelve freight cars nearly $30,000 
worth of valuable cattle were killed or had 
to be shot and put out of misery. The ani- 
mals were being sent to Chicago for the live 


1 stock show, and among them were many biue 


ribbon sires. A freight preceding the stock 
train had orders to put off a car at Crown 
Point, and had just sent out a fagman on 
the main line to warn oncoming trains. He

anation which s¢ems to bebavein all respects | 
like a heavy gas. It can be collected in flasks, 
measured and weighed, and used to display 
the characteristic properties of radium; but: —

In other words, one element bad been lit- 
erally seen to change into another of quite & 
different nature under the eyes of the ex- 
perimenter, What is this, asked Sit William 
Ramsay, but an actual case of that transmu- 
tation of one element into another, in which 
the ancient alehemists. believed, when they 
painfully sought to change lead into gold, 
and incidentally founded the modern scienes: 

.May Solve World’s Riddle. 

Editorially commenting on Bir William 
Ramsay's great discovery, the Daily Mail 
says: 

‘It is as if gold were to change into ron 
of its own accord and completely upsdét the 
laws of the old chemistry. No wonder that, ~ 
with this amazing fact before them, sciel-” 
tists are hopeful of reading the riddle of the 
universe. They are now inclining more and 
more to the belief that all things, are elec- 
tricity in different form and in-varying com- 
binations, and that in this mysterious force 
which we use every day but which we can- 
not satisfactorily explain is the solution to.
